A Proclamation againſt the vttering of light 
Spaniſh Siluer Coinc. 


- Hereas the Spamſh Silner Yoneyes (which heretofoze were 

good and of full waight , and went in payments by toleration 
without pzetudice, oꝛ rather to the benefite of Trade within this 
|] Realme,) are now of late in a maner generally ſo clipped and 
unpaired, That in the payment thereof, the loſſe is moſt com- 
monly (to the Reeeiner) no leſſe then a full third part; And 
whereas there is daply bzought from foꝛraine Countreis into 
: | diuers parts ofthis Kingdome, an exteeding great quantitie of 
the laid light Spaniſh Monepes, by reaſon that the gaine thereupon is ſo exceſſiue; Which 
Moneyes (being here mired amongſt his Maieſties pꝛoper Copne, ) are paſſed away at the 
very full value that they were to beare, if they were not defettiue as afoꝛeſaid: which abuſe 
doeth ſo farre impoueriſh the Receiuers, (being, foꝛ the moſt part, of the pooꝛer ſoꝛt,) and 
doeth bꝛeed ſuch a generall contention, and diſturbance betwirt the Buyer and Seller, and 
the Creditour and Debtour, as ( if the ſame ſhould be long endured) it would bꝛeed an in⸗ 
tollerable inconuenience. His Maieſtie therefoze being ſenſible of the leaſt grieuante of 
His louing Subiects, much moze of a caſe ſo much concerning their good, and Hisowne 
Honour, Docth by theſe pzefents ſtraitly foꝛbid and pꝛohibite, that any Spamifl} Mo- 
neyes of Siluer that are clipped, oꝛ otherwiſe abated of their true and oztginall Ualues, 
ſhall be vttered and payed, 02 accepted and reteiued by way of payment within any His Ma⸗ 
ieſties Dominions, vpon painec of Fine, and impꝛilonment to be inflicted and adiudged by 
His highneſſe Court of Star-chamber,o2 other wiſt by courſe of Law. Anddocth further 
command, That ſuch defective Spamflh Moneys be with all connenient expedition bought 
into his Highneſſe Mint in the Tower of London, to becoynedofnewinto turrant Mo⸗ 
neyesofthisRealme, where the Owners ſhall reteiue pzeſent payment foꝛ the ſame,accor 


ding to their true waight and values in Bullion.
